Listing of Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) In a computing system that has access to schematized 
contact data stored according to a schema in a data store, and that is the data store being in 
communication with applications configured to request access to the-schematized contact datajn 
the data store , one or more of the applications lacking the configuration to natively access the 
schematized contact data, a method for simplifying access to the schematized contact data, the 
method comprising: 

an application receiving a request to access schematiz e d contact data stored in a 
data store , wherein the data store is centralized and acting as a single data store for 
contact data for a plurality of applications accessing contact data, and wherein the 
centralized data store stores all contact data for the plurality of applications according to a 
single schema for which the the-reque st bei ng r eceived -ai-an-application receiving th e 
request t hat-lacks the configuration to natively acces s schematized contact data ; 

the application calling an external contact data control that abstracts the 
formatting o f the schematized contact data from the app l ication calling the external 
contact data control re quest the contact data in a non-schematized format accessible to 
the application ; 

the application receiving non schematized the requested contact data from the 
external contact data control in the non-schematized format , the non schema tiz ed contact 
data received by the application having been converted from a corresponding 
schematized co n t a ct data- forma t by the external data contact control; and 

the application re nd eri n g , on- causing a display device— rendered - to display the 
contact data to a user of the application, the displayed r e nd e r e d contact data 
corresponding to the non sche matized contact dat a received by the application in a non- 
schematized format and converted by the external contact data control from the 
s chematized format , and the r e n dered — contact data being displayed p r esented 
notwithstanding that the application lacks the configuration to natively access 
sehemafeed-the contact data stored in the data store according to the schema . 
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2. (Cancelled). 

3. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application receiving a request to access schematized contact data comprises an act of receiving a 
request at an application that is not authorized to directly access the s c he mati ze d contact data on 

the data store . 

4. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control that abstracts the formatting of the 
schematized contact data from the application comprises an act of calling a contact data control 
that prevents empty data fields from being presented. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control th at ab s tract s the formatting of th e 
s chemati z ed contact data from the application comprises an act of calling a contact data control 
that offers an actionable user-interface. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 5, further comprising: 
selecting a portion of rendered displayed contact data from the actionable user- 
interface to cause an action associated with an updated application to be performed. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control that— abstra cts the formatting of th e 
sehemafeed- contact dat a .fr o m the application comprises an act of calling an. external contact 
data control that presents tasks associated with a data field when focus is shifted to the data field. 



8. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 

ap plication calling an external contact data control that abstracts the formatting of the 
schematized contact data fr om t he application comprises an act of calling an external contact 
data control that provides a pop-up menu to manipulate contact data. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control that abstracts the formatting of the 
schemat i ze d contact data fro m the appl ication comprises an act of calling an external contact 
data control that determines the size of an interface based on the user-input. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control t hat abstra cts th e formatting of the 
s chem atiz e d co n t act d at a f r o m th e app l i cat i o n comprises an act of calling an external contact 
data control that appropriately presents contact data based on a location associated with the 
contact data. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of the 
application calling an external contact data control that abstr acts the formatting of the 
•-rin. :i.;il/ed contact da t a fr o m fee-a ppl i cation comprises an act of calling an external contact 
data control that determines the contact data to be feedered- displayed based on user-input. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 11, wherein the act of 
calling a contact data control that determines the contact data to be rendered dis played based on 
user-input comprises an act of determining the contact data to be r en d e red displayed based on a 
presentation template. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 11, wherein the act of 
calling a contact data control that determines the contact data to be Fender-ed -displayed based on 
user-input comprises an act of determining the contact data to be rend e red di splayed based on a 
dynamically updated presentation template. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 1, claim 11 wherein the act 
°f th e application calling an external contact data control that determines the contact data to be 
fendefed- displayed b ased on user-input comprises an act calling an external contact data control 
that sets a default value for a multi-value set. 
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15. (Currently Amended) In a computing system that has access to schemat ized 
contact data that is stored in a centralized data store according to a single schematized format for 
multiple applications, and that i s in in the data store being in communication with applications 
configured to request access to schematized contact data, one or more of the applications lacking 
the configuration to natively access schematized contact dat a in the data store , a method for 
simplifying access to the schematized contact data, the method comprising: 

receiving non schematize d-contact data for one or more contacts, the contact data 
being received by that the non s chematized contact data being received at an application 
that lacks the configuration to natively access contact data of a schematized format, - feat 
lacks the configuration to natively access s ch ema tiz e d c onta ct data and from an e x te r na l 
contact dat a control, the non schematized contact data having been converted from 
corr espondin g sc hem a tized contact data by the external contact data control; 

the application rendering, e a gausing a display device , rendered to display to a 
user of the application at least a portion of the contact data for the one or more contacts ; te 
a-aser-e- f the -ap ptieatten, th e Hr^nd^^-e^ac4-d^^ef-Fes ponding to the non- s chematize d 
contact data;

an application that lacks the functionality to convert between the schematized format contact 
data-and the non-schematized contact dat a format . 

17. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 15, wherein the an act of 
receiving no n- s ch emat i zed contact dat a t hat is to b e included in schematized contact data 
comprises an act of receiving non-schematized data at an application that is not authorized to 
directly access the sehem-ati-ze d contact dat a data store to obtain the contact data . 

18. (Currently Amended) The method as recited in claim 15, wherein the act of 
calling the application an external contact data control that a bst racts the fe ffnattrng— e£-the 
schematized contact data f r om the appl ication comprises an act of calling an external contact 
data control that checks the validity of the received non schematized contact dat a received by the 
a pplication in a non-schemat i zed format .

schematized contact data from applications, the at least one contact data control 
being configured to: 

receive a request from an application that lacks the configuration to 

natively access the schematized contact dat a stored at the centralized data 

store in the schematized format ; 

retrieve schematized contact data from the centralized data store 

and in the schematized format in response to the request; 

abstract fonnatting of the sche m at i zed contact data from t he

23. (Currently Amended) The system as recited in claim 21 claim 22 , wherein the 
external contact data control being configured to alter how the non-seh e matized-contact data of 
the non-schematized format is presented at the application comprises the external contact data 
control being configured to prevent empty data fields from being presented. 

24. (Currently Amended) The system as recited in claim 21 claim 22 , wherein the 
external contact data control being configured to alter how the non schematized contact data of 
the non-schematized format is presented at the application comprises the external contact data 
control being configured to offer an actionable user-interface. 

25. (Currently Amended) The system as recited in claim 21 claim 22 , wherein the 
external, contact data control being configured to alter how the no n s chema feed-contact data of 
the non-schematized format is presented at the application comprises the external contact data 
control being configured presents tasks associated with a data field when focus is shifted to the 
data field. 

26. (Currently Amended) The system as recited in claim 21 claim 22 , wherein the 
external contact data control being configured to alter how the non schematized contact data of 
the non-schematized format is presented at the application comprises the contact data control 
being configured to provide a pop-up menu to manipulate contact data. 

27. (Currently Amended) The system as recited in claim 21 claim 22 , wherein the 
external contact data control being configured to alter how the non schematized contact data of 
the non-schematized format is presented at the application comprises the contact data control 
being configured to set a default value for a multi-value set. 
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28. (Currently Amended) A computing system, comprising: 
one or more processors; and 

one or more computer-readable storage media, having stored thereon: 

a centralized data store acting as a single data store of schematized contact 
dat a for a plurality of applications which access the contact data, wherein the 
centralized data store stores all contact data for the plurality of applications and 
according to a single schema not natively accessible by one or more of the 
plurality of applications , 

one or more of the plurality of applications lacking the configuration to 
natively access the schematized contact data, and 

at least one external contact data control that can be executed by the one or 
more processors, the at least on contact data control abstracting schematized
